Other examinations to be held dur­ 
ing the month are: 
Florist, for all state institutions, to 
be held on August 25; salary from

ance. 
Assistant physicians for

state 
institutions, to be held in Columbus, 
August 22. 
Teachers 
for 
state 
institutions 
under control of the state board of 
administration, to be held September 
15. 
Some teachers are required who 
are specially prepared to do work in 
the state school for the deaf, and the 
blind. 
Others are required to do sim 
pie grade work. 
The commission an 
nounces that it will also call for do­ 
mestic science teachers, gymnastics 
and industrial work. 
All applicants 
should have high school diplomas or 
equivalent, and a college education 
is desirable. 
An examination for teachers in the 
institution for feeble-minded will be 
held in Columbus on August 21. Per­ 
seus desiring to take any of

examinations 
should 
address 
the 
ate civil service commission. Colum­ 
bus. Ohio, and secure the necessary 
blanks. All applications must be filed 
with the commission at least three 
days before the day of the examina­ 
tion.
